Gettysburg Supply Holts 


Driven Into Water to Escape Flame*, 
Scores Lose Their Lives — Whole 


Families Burned to Death. 


Toronto, Can., July 14.—The loss of 
life in Porcupine district from forest 
fires is known to be several hundred, 
and the property loss will reach sev­ 
eral million of dollars. 
Unverified reports continue to swell 
the number of fatalities. Some esti­ 
mates are as high as 5t>0. 
The mines burned include the Phil­ 
adelphia, Dome, North Dome. Preston, 
East 
Dome, Vlpond. Foley O’Brien, 
United Porcupine, El Dorado, Porcu­ 
pine, Standard Imperial, West Dome 
and Success 
Among the dead are C. E. Adams. 
of Philadelphia, and Robert Weiss, 
manager of the West Dome, and hi* 
wife and child. 
Vast bilowB of fire, miles In length, 
continued to roll through the camps, 
woods and brush of 
the Porcupine 
mining district and the regions to the 
north. Only with the return of relief 
expeditions and the re-establishment 
of railroad telegraph service will the 
full extent of the continuing disaster 
accurately be known. 
More details of death and suffering 
with those also of numerous miracu­ 
lous escapes were learned aa refugee* 
reached points of safety where com­ 
munication had not been destroyed. 
Many have died in isolation; miners 
huddled In shafts have perished: fires 
lave overwhelmed whole families and 
left only charred bodies behind. Men, 
women and children and domestic and 
wild animals, standing together for 
hours in swamps, while the 
flames 
licked up the 
countryside, 
have in 
some cases sunk at last to death, par­ 
tially suffocated and then drowned. 
Others have weathere the fiery storm 
standing in streams and putting out 
Into the lakes in boats and canoes. 
The 
Philadelphia 
mine’s 
loss 
is 
about 150,000, United Porcupine mine’s 
loss $20,000, El Dorado Porcupine, all 
buildings destroyed; Standard, about 
$40,000; Imperial, about $35,000; Suc­ 
cess. probably destroyed; West mine, 
about $75,000. AII reports give but a 
vague Idea of the loss of life as well as 
property in Porcupine Camp, which 
probably will total millions of dollars 
and hundreds of lives. 
At the Philadelphia, when It beearn* 
evident that the mine must go, the 
manager, Mr. Ashmore. Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Shovel, and others retreated 
toward town. With the party was Mr 
Adams 
He died in Ashmore's arms 
ot heart failure. 
lr four short hour* the fire swept 
from the Standard mines through to 
the stiores of Porcupine lake, where It 
ate up the towns of South Porcupine, 
Pottsville and part of Golden City, as 
well as many small buildings along the 
lake front. 
While some* loss of life occurred in 
the vicinity of Porcupine 
Uke, the 
g’eatest havoc* was wrought around 
the main mines, notably West Dome 
and Big Dome. There the entrapped 
miners, cut off 
from 
escape, were 
forced to take to the shafts for safety 
and, 1 Yenned in by the flames, perish­ 
ed 
This was notably true at Dome 
ami West Dome mines 
At Preston 
East Dome an untimbered shaft gave 
shelter and none perished, 
The streets of South Porcupine are 
strewn 
with 
dead persons, horse* 
dog* and cattle Along the mine roads 
are the charred bodies of those over 
come trying to escape. 
Of the staff of 300 at the Dome but 
a lew were saved, and at the West 
flume but three out of eighty-four em 
doyed are known to be alive. Along 
ue highway between West Dome and

•pen sec tion were found six charred 
bodies 
in the ruins of the town of

Charges Against Pure Food Expert 
Grow Out of Payment of Employe. 
Hot Fight Is Likely. 


Washington, July 14.—Although it 
has been recommended to President 
Taft that Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief 
of the bureau of chemistry, resign, Dr. 
Wiley has not resigned and his resig­ 
nation ha* not beeu asked by the 
president. 
This statement was authorized at 
the White House following the report 
ol the personnel committee of the de­ 
partment of agriculture recommend­ 
ing the resignation of Dr. Wiley upon 
charge* that he had conspired with 
I- F. Reifier, chief of the division of 
drugs, to pay an Illegal compensation 
to Dr. H. H. Rushy, head of the New 
York College of Phaimacy at Colum­ 
bia university, who has been connect­ 
ed with the department of agriculture 
as an expert pharmacologist. The com­ 
mittee recommended the dismissal of 
Dr. Rushy and the punishment of Mr, 
Reifier. 
Dr. Wiley himself refuses to discus* 
the matter it is understood that Dr. 
Wiley had made up his mind to refuse 
to resign and to force President Taft 
to remove him from the office if he 
wished to carry out the recommend* 
lion* of 
the personnel 
committee. 
President Taft has considered the re 
commendations of the personnel com­ 
mittee and ha* forwarded them to Dr. 
Wiley with the request that he reply 
to them tn his own defense. This an­ 
swer is expected In a few' days. Then 
President Taft will finally determine 
whether Dr Wiley will have to be re­ 
moved from orth e. 
The charges preferred against Dr. 
Wiley by the personnel committee re­ 
sult from a salary of $1600 a year 
w hich Dr Wiley and Kebler arranged 
to have paid to Dr. Rushy to retain 
him a* an expert adviser to the de 
partment, and which is declared to be 
In violation of law, 
Dr Rushy had received a per diem 
compensation of about $20 a day as an 
expert adviser and an allowance of 
about $50 a day for services in cases 
in 'o urt brought by the bureau of 
chemistry against 
food adulterators. 
Congress later passed a law reducing 
the allowance for expert assistance to 
I pH*) a year. 
This would have lost the services 
of Dr. Rushy to the department. Dr. 
Wiley considered them too valuable to 
part with, and so arrangements were 
made by bim, together with Kebler, 
to l ave Rushy paid a salary of $1600 
a >ear with the understanding that 
Rushy was to do an amount of work 
tor the department which should make 
his salary of $1600 a year cover hie 
former comiiensation of $20 and $50 a 
day. 
This has been declared by the per­ 
sonnel committee as Illegal, and At­ 
torney General W ickerham has ap­ 
proved their 
recommendations that 
Dr. Wiley be removed from office. Tho 
committee consists of Assistant Secre­ 
tary Hays. Solicitor George P. Mc- 
(’abe and Chief Clerk C. C. Clark, of 
the department of agriculture. 
Though the numerous enemies that 
Dr Wiley ha* made through his strict 
enforcement of 
the pure food and 
drugs law are jubilant over the hot 
water into which Dr. Wiley has been 
thrown by the committee, it is not by 
any means certain as yet that Dr 
Wiley will be removed by President 
Taft. 
He has more friends and popu­ 
la rly than enemies, though his ene­ 
mies are indivaduallv the more influ­ 
ential. 
Dr. Wiley himself is less worried 
over the incident than any one else 
He says that he has been threatened 
with removal from office about three 
times a week ever since he became 
c hief of the bureau of chemistry, and 
(hat despite this he is still in office. 
Ile will not compromise. If he is to go 
he must be thrown out, his friends 
declare. 
It is certain that a bitter fight will 
center about the White House among 
the friends and enenfies of Dr. Wiley 
until this question has been Anally de­ 
cided.

Senator Heyburn acquiesced In the 
retention of Jones for his service for 
merly given to the *enate. "but not be- 
< aune-of loyalty to the glory of an In 
lamoux cause.” 
Senator William* replied with great 
ieeling ttiat he was “not prepared to 
hear a civilized man in the twentieth 
century cull ’an Infamous cause' the 
cause for which his (Williams') father 
laid down his life.” 
"Lee and Jac kson may have been 
wrong,” added Mr, Williams 
"That 
the government Is now In existence is 
a cause tor congratulation to the chil­ 
dren of the men who died with l>ee 
and Jackson, but I cannot exp ess the 
sentiment I have for a human tieing 
in whom such sentiments can remain 
a* have been expres*ed here.” 
"There is no right of American citi­ 
zenship,” be added, "that permits a 
man to insult the dead " 
"Well, wa* It a glorious cause?" 
asked Mr. Heyburn. 
"Theie wa* much of glory In it," 
replied Mr. Williams 
The senate sustained Senator WH 
Hants by a vote of 37 to 18, leaving 
Jones on the payrool at $720 a year ae 
a laborer.

or baby, came to be given to the coin 
bearing the effigy of the baby.
